1. TITLE OP THE UTILITY MODEL 
Glasses 

2. WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

Glasses having a frame, in which permanent magnets are 
attached to the edge parts of the frame in which a lens is 
incorporated. 

3. DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE UTILITY MODEL 

The present utility model relates to an improvement of 
glasses, for example, lenses for preventing glare or 
protecting eyes from being influenced by welding flashes 
may be attached to, for example, a short-sightedness 
glasses or detached therefrom by utilizing an absorption 
force of magnets according to the use purposes, whereby 
glasses having permanent magnets secured at the edge of 
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the frame may be independently used or may be used 
together with those lenses. That is, the utility model 
aims at improving the use convenience. 

Conventionally, as a means for composing composite 
glasses in which a short-sightedness glasses is made 
integral with a glare-preventing sunglasses, metal 
fittings for retaining lenses are provided at the frame 
part of glasses being or at the edge part of lenses, 
whereby said metal fittings are used to hold and retain 
glasses. In this case, since the metal fittings are used 
in a state where they protrude from the frame or lenses, 
there was a possibility that the protruded parts of the 
metal fittings are brought into contact with other objects 
to result in damages or deformation of said retaining 
metal fittings and finally losing of the regular retaining 
functions. 

With the retaining means of glasses of a permanent, 
magnet type according to the utility model, it is possible 
to eliminate the abovement ioned shortcomings. A 
description will be given of a case where glare preventing 
frameless sunglasses shown in Pig. 2 are retained and fixed 
at framed glasses shown in Fig.l as a preferred embodiment 
according to the present utility model. 
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A plurality of permanent magnets 3 are buried in the 
edge part of the frame 2 to which a lens 1 is attached, at 
a fixed interval. At the circumferential parts of a 
frameless sunglasses corresponding to the positions of 
these' permanent magnets 3, a metal 5 absorbed by a 
magnetic force of said permanent magnets 3, for example, 
iron or chrome, is buried. 6 is a temple which is applied 
onto the ear. When using this kind of glasses, in order to 
make composite glasses, it is possible to absorb and fix a 
frameless sunglasses 4 shown in Fi$.2, onto normal glasses 
having a frame shown in Fig.l, with a magnetic absorption 
force of the permanent magnets 3 and magnetic metal 5, 
whereby no protrusion which conventionally appears toward 
the outside of the frame of the retaining metal fittings 
will be provided. Therefore, it is possible to safely fix 
a frameless sunglasses onto normal glasses having a frame, 
whereby composite effects by both normal glasses and 
sunglasses are able to be obtained, Furthermore, a medical 
effect for eyes by magnetic fluxes of the permanent 
magnets provided as absorbing members is also able to be 
obtained. Therefore, it is possible to provide glasses 
intended to be used in a wide range. 
4. BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 
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Fig.l is a perspective view of framed glasses on which 
permanent magnets according to the utility model are 
provided, and Fig. 2 is a perspective view showing 
frameless sunglasses having magnetic metals fixed on the 
framed glasses shown in Fig.l.
